Tha Nagusaki Presi of tho 18th alt. re- 
ports :—Tho funeral of' the five Japanese 
ofivers and men killed in tho battle at Port 
Arthur took place at Sasebo on Tuosday, 
ltith inst.

The 
funeral service was conducted in accordance 
with Shinto ritual, and an oration in honour 
of the dead was made by tho Commander 
of the Admiralty port, Admiral Sameshima, 
The ceremony was attended by representa- 
tives of every branch of the Navy, and 
thousands of civilians assombled to pay re- 
spect to the memory of the first to give up
